Officials expect the problem 
to produce high mortality 
among fish in the river as well as 
among those in hatchery ponds. 

In addition, water in the area 


is becoming too warm and. 


shallow to support fish life and 
the department will be forced to 
curtail trout stocking from the 
hatchery in late May or early 
June. 

It is a possibility that the 
Kern river hatchery may have to 
be evacuated by summer 
because of the low flows and 
high temperatures with any fish 
remaining ‘to be transported to 
other state hatcheries.

Food products that compete 
for the attention of America’s 
housewives are involved in an 
advertising strategy war. Many 
California farm - commodities 
have devised a way to become 
involved in the battle despite 
their limited advertising and 
promotion budgets. This 
money-stretching method is 
known as “tie-in” advertising. A 
more definitive term would be 
“‘matching fund” advertising. 
California commodities covered 
by marketing orders in many 
instances have teamed up with 
large private brand companies to 
share in the cost of preparing 
and running advertisements that 
promote both the branded and 
the generic (non-brand) product. 

Many of the California 
marketing order programs 
simply could not afford national 
advertising by themselves, 
without supporting funds from 
private brands. Conversely, the 
big brand advertisers (General 
Foods, General Mills, Kraft, 
Pillsbury, etc.) search for and 
prefer tie-in ads with generic

BUDGET STRETCHING 

In 1974-75, for instance, 
Kraft Foods invested $100,000 
in a matching fund advertising 
program with the California 
Avocado Advisory Board. 
Kraft’s yearly ad budget of 
$52,000,000 runs nearly 50 
times the size of the avocado 
board’s. ' 

These matching fund 
advertising strategies have been 
criticized by some. consumer 
advocate organizations in 
California. But, those who are 
opposed to these tie-ins should 
realize the value attached to 
selling the maximum amount of 
each california commodity. If 
the crop doesn’t sell, farmers 
lose money. When that happens, 
economics dictate that food 
prices go up. 

CONSUMER SAVINGS 

By sharing the costs of 
national magazine and television 
ads, marketing order boards have 
been able to achieve one of their 
most difficult goals. In other 
words, they are saving the 
consumer money by spending 
their limited ad budget most 
efficiently. Riding on the 
coattails of advertisers with 
budgets fifty times as big has 


given marketing order 


commodities. yet another 
advantage. Cost of the particular 
commodity to consumers is 
reduced because retail food 
stores feature and promote 
nationally advertised products at 
a smaller markup than those 
products which are not

cost. It is also important for 
housewives to realize that 
because those strawberries were 
involved in a national advertising 
tie-in with a large volume 
advertiser like Pillsbury, the 
markup on the strawberries can 
be lower. Both. farmers and 
consumers would feel: the 
financial pinch if such tie-in ads

Remember the days of the “old 
home remedies” in which our 
forefathers used to use herbs, 
plants, and other simple 
resources to aid them in solvin 
problems of everyday survival. 

Most of these old processes 
,faded into history but some of 
them have come back and 
modern science is proving that 
some of the old solutions to 

“problems of life weren’t so far 
wrong. 

Such is the case with a 
product that is being processed 
in a quiet operation in the 
Porterville area in sort of a 
resurrection of an old product 
that dates back to. early day 
Indians 


The product is called “steroid 
saponin” in this scientific day 
and age. It is- being extracted 
from the Mojave Desert yucca 
plant in which it is’ found in 
comparatively high 
concentration. 

The early day Indians, on this 
continent used the desert yucca 
as a food source, as a cleansing 
agent, and in other applications. 
They probably didn’t know why 
it did what it did for them, but 
as civilization advanced, its uses 
faded into the dim past until 
modern-day science recently 
re-discovered its usefulness to 
mankind 


Today, the steroid saponin 
extracted from the plant is being 
used in agriculture, in sanitation 
processes, as a food, and even in 
cosmetic bases, in all of which it 
can produce some unique 
results. 

Its resurrection began a few 
years ago when Dr. John W. 
Yale, Jr., a local botanist and 
plant pathologist, became 
interested in how the yucca 
succulent could survive in the 
extremely hostile desert 
environment of blazing. heat, 
icy cold, and long periods of 


drought, 
Yale discovered that steriod 
saponins were in high 


concentration in the desert 
yucca and after isolation and 
experimentation it was 
concluded that the saponin 
served as an anti-stress agent and 
aided the plant in its struggle for 
survival in the harsh desert. 
Experimentation showed that 
when the yucca saponin was 
applied to other plants outside 
of the desert environment, these 
plants also developed an ability 
to withstand drought and other 
stress conditions. Soils treated

absorb and 
hold. moisture better: Crop 


organic waste by improving the 
development of beneficial 
bacteria which are.vital to the 
waste disposal process. It also 
proved capable of aiding in 
control of odor problems not 
only in waste disposal treatment 
but in livestock and poultry 
yards and barns. 

After proving. the saponin 
beneficial in agricultural and 
sanitation applications, Dr. Yale 
became interested in what the 
natural plant material would do 
for animal and human life to 
help resist stress. 

It was known that the yucca 
saponin was a harmless steroid. 
The Indians of the southwest 
had used the plant as a food 
source for ages and yucca 
extract had been used as a food 
flavoring adjuvant for many 
years. Recent testing has shown 
it to have no harmful side effects 
when consumed by humans. 

The yucca saponin was made 
into tablet form and _ tried. 
Surprisingly some persons who 
were afflicted with arthritis and 
rheumatism began to notice a 
decrease in symptoms of the 
afflictions such as reduced 
swelling and less pain. 

The tablets were then tried in 
an arthritic clinic in Souther 
California without the recipients 
knowing of results experienced 
by previous users. Of the 149 
patients trying the product 60.7 
per cent reported favorably on 
relief of pain, swelling, and 
stiffness which is part of the 
afflictions. 

Since that time, the tablets 
have been tried in other such 
clinics in Southern California 
and in Tucson, Ariz., with 
similar results, according to 
doctors. 

Physicians seem to feel that 
some forms of arthritis and 
rheumatism are caused by toxins 
produced in and absorbed from 
the alimentary canal. The yucca 
saponin is believed to aid in 
digestion and in preventing the 
production and absorption of 
these inflammatory toxins. 

The local firms involved in 
the processing and production of 
the’ yucca tablets lay no claims 
whatsoever to any beneficial 
effects from its use in. this 
manner. It is purely and simply a 
natural food source to them, as 
it was with the Indians who ate 
it as such so many centuries

The yucca saponin is now 
used in a variety of products 
with various trade names 
depending on uses: “SSO” for 
agricultural uses, “Micro-Aid” 
for sanitational uses, and 
“Desert Pride” for food tablets 
and concentrated liquid yucca 
saponin or the new line of yucca 
saponin based cosmetics. 

The cosmetics are very new 
having only been available for a 
short time. The line includes a 
moisturizing cream, hand and 
body lotion, a shampoo, and a 
hair conditioner. 

Gordon Bean, general 
manager of Botanical Products, 
Inc., said the Indians used to use 
yucca to wash and cleanse 
wounds. He said it apparently 
has a very effective healing 
action. He noted that the newly 
developed yucca base cosmetics 
“have a very salutary affect on 
the users’ skin and hair.” 

So maybe the old Indians 
weren't so far wrong after all. 
Maybe, with all our technology 
and research, we are simply 
proving that they had the right 
idea in the first place.

Ranger Warns Of Harvest, 
Foothill Area Fire Danger 


VISALIA — Make sure 
harvesting equipment is fire safe. 
This advice comes from Ranger 
Raymond Banks, chief of the 


Tulare County Fire Protection © 


Service. 

Ten officials are starting their 
annual harvester inspecting 
program. Their main priorities 
are on harvesting machines 
operating in dry grass and grain, 
making sure they are equipped 
with the required firefighting 
equipment and legal spark 
arresters. 

The California health & 
safety code requires that any 
harvester, header, threshing 
machine or hay press (which is 
used in harvesting grain, or any 
harvested crop that is flammable 
at the time of harvest) be 
equipped with one backpack or 
pump-type water extinguisher. 
This extinguisher must not be 
less than four-gallon capacity 
fully equipped, filled with water 
and ready for immediate use. 

The California health & 
safety code also requires that 
any harvester, tractor, truck, or 
any internal combustion engine 
that operates on hydrocarbon 
fuel in harvesting or moving

grain, hay, or operating on lands 
covered with any other 
flammable agricultural crop, 
must be equipped with a spark 
arrester attached to the exhaust 
system and maintained in 
effective working order. 

' Ranger Banks stated that 
thousands of dollars are lost 
each year in California due to 
grain and grass fires, and many 
of these fires are caused by 
faulty exhaust systems and the 
lack of extinguishers at the scene 
to suppress a fire if one should 
start. So, before using 
equipment in dry grain or grass, 
operators are urged to check and 
make sure spark arresters are in 
good shape and the fire 
extinguisher is full and ready for 
use. 

Ranger Banks also. cautions 
that extreme fire conditions 
exist in the foothill and 
mountain areas throughout the 
state. Special attention should 
be paid to fire prevention 
measures On machinery and 
equipment used in these areas. 
All, which operate on 
hydrocarbon fuels, must also be 
equipped with adequate spark 
arresters in good working order.
